Tech Firms Entice Schools With Steak and Travel

and it is spending millions of dol- 
lars on math, science and lan- 
guage software.

HP has promoted the district as 
a model to follow in places as di- 
verse as New York City and 
Rwanda. Daly Computers, which 
supplied the HP laptops, donated 
$30,000 this year to the district’s 
education foundation. Baltimore 


County schools’ top officials have 
traveled widely to industry- 
funded education events, with 
travel sometimes paid for by in- 
dustry-sponsored groups. 

Silicon Valley is going all out to 
own America’s school computer- 
and-software market, projected to 
reach $21 billion in sales by 2020. 
An industry has grown up around 
courting public-school decision 
makers, and tech companies are

The police in New York said on 
Friday that they were developing 
a strong criminal case against the 
producer Harvey Weinstein after 
an actress’s claim that he raped 
her seven years ago. 

Speaking at a news conference 
at Police Headquarters in Lower 
Manhattan, officials in the Police 
Department said they were gath- 
ering evidence with an eye toward 
preparing a warrant to arrest Mr. 
Weinstein, whose representatives 
have said he is undergoing ther- 
apy outside New York. 

The claims of the actress, Paz de 
la Huerta, have been a focus of in- 
vestigators in the department’s 
Special Victims Division for sev- 
eral days, since Mr. Weinstein’s 
long history of allegations of sexu- 
al harassment and sexual assault 
of women was detailed in reports 
by The New York Times and The 
New Yorker early last month.

In Frustration, 
President Flays 
Justice System 


Dropping the Restraint 
of His Predecessors

WASHINGTON — One of Pres- 
ident Trump’s biggest disappoint- 
ments in office, by his own ac- 
count, was discovering that he is 
not supposed to personally direct 
law enforcement decisions by the 
Justice Department and the F.B.I. 
So, instead, he has made himself 
into perhaps the most vocal critic 
of America’s system of justice 
ever to occupy the Oval Office. 

Just this week, he denounced 
the criminal justice system as “a 
joke” and “a laughingstock.” He 
demanded that the suspect in the 
New York terrorist attack be exe- 
cuted. He spent Friday berating 
the Justice Department and F.B.I. 
for not investigating his political 
opponents. He then turned to the 
military justice system and called 
a court-martial decision “a com- 
plete and total disgrace.” 

The repeated assaults on law 
enforcement cross lines that pres- 
idents have largely observed 
since the Watergate era, raising 
questions about the separation of 
politics and the law. But as ex- 
traordinary as Mr. Trump’s broad- 
sides are, perhaps more striking is 
that investigators and prosecu- 
tors are so far ignoring the head of 
the executive branch in which 
they serve while military judges 
and juries are for the most part 
disregarding the opinions of their 
commander in chief. 

“You know, the saddest thing is 
that because I’m the president of 
the United States, I am not sup- 
posed to be involved with the Jus- 
tice Department,” Mr. Trump said 
in a radio interview on Thursday 
on the “Larry O’Connor Show.” “I 
am not supposed to be involved 
with the F.B.I. I’m not supposed to 
be doing the kind of things that I 
would love to be doing. And I’m 
very frustrated by it.” 

That frustration has been fu- 
eled particularly by Mr. Trump’s 
inability to control the special 
counsel investigation into 
whether his campaign coordi- 
nated with Russia during last 
year’s election, an investigation 
that unveiled its first criminal 
charges this week against Mr. 
Trump’s former campaign chair- 
man and two other advisers. 

Mr. Trump has made clear that 
he sees the attorney general and 
the FB.I. director as his personal 
agents rather than independent 
figures, lashing out at both for not 
protecting him from the Russia in- 
vestigation.

Focused on Tax Measure, 
White House Clears 
Study’s Release

WASHINGTON — Directly 
contradicting much of the Trump 
administration’s position on cli- 
mate change, 13 federal agencies 
unveiled an exhaustive scientific 
report on Friday that says hu- 
mans are the dominant cause of 
the global temperature rise that 
has created the warmest period in 
the history of civilization. 

Over the past 115 years global 
average temperatures have in- 
creased 1.8 degrees Fahrenheit, 
leading to record-breaking 
weather events and temperature 
extremes, the report says. The 
global, long-term warming trend 
is “unambiguous,” it says, and 
there is “no convincing alterna- 
tive explanation” that anything 
other than humans — the cars we 
drive, the power plants we oper- 
ate, the forests we destroy — are 
to blame. 

The report was approved for re- 
lease by the White House, but the 
findings come as the Trump ad- 
ministration is defending its cli- 
mate change policies. The United 
Nations convenes its annual cli- 
mate change conference next 
week in Bonn, Germany, and the 
American delegation is expected 
to face harsh criticism over Presi- 
dent Trump’s decision to walk 
away from the 195-nation Paris cli- 
mate accord and top administra- 
tion officials’ stated doubts about 
the causes and impacts of a warm- 
ing planet. 

“This report has some very 
powerful, hard-hitting statements 
that are totally at odds with senior 
administration folks and at odds 
with their policies,’ said Philip B. 
Duffy, president of the Woods 
Hole Research Center. “It begs the 
question, where are members of 
the administration getting their

Bergdahl Is Spared Prison, to President’s Chagrin

FORT BRAGG, N.C. — Sgt. 
Bowe Bergdahl, who walked off 
his Army base in Afghanistan in 
2009 and was held captive by the 
Taliban for five years, received no 
prison time for desertion or en- 
dangering troops, but was or- 
dered by a military judge on Fri- 
day to be dishonorably discharged 
from the Army. 

The sentencing took only min- 
utes in a case where prosecutors 
had sought 14 years in a military 
prison. 

The military judge, Col. Jeffery 
R. Nance of the Army, also re- 
duced Sergeant Bergdahl’s rank 
to private and required him to for- 
feit $1,000 a month of his pay for 10 
months. 

President Trump, who has la- 
beled Sergeant Bergdahl a “dirty 
rotten traitor,” called Friday’s sen- 
tence “a complete and total dis- 
grace to our Country and to our 
Military.” 

Colonel Nance did not explain 
his reasoning for the sentence, 
which will be reviewed by Gen. 
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Bowe Bergdahl at the Fort Bragg court facility on Friday while 
awaiting his sentence. He was ordered dishonorably discharged.
